New Delhi, the 7th November, 1984 
NO, 270/84-CUS I’OMS 

G.S.R. 756(E),—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of section 25 of the 
Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962). the C.ntral Gov¬ 
ernment, being satisfied that it is necessarv in the 
public interest so to do, hereby makes the following 
further amendment in the notification of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India in the jMinistry of Finance, De¬ 
partment of Revenue, No. 13-Customs, dated the 
9th February, 1981, namely:— 

In the said notification, after paragraph 1 and 
the condition enlisted thereunder, and before the 
Table, the following paragraph shall be inserted, 
namely :— 
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“2. Notwithstanding anything contained in p^m- 
graph I of this notification, the exemption comb¬ 
ed therein shall also apply to the goods specifiedNn 
the said Table which on importation into India are 
used for the pimpose of manufacture of articles with- 
m the aforesaid hundred per cent export-oriented 
undertakings, provided such articles, even if not 
exported out of India, are allowed to be sold by the 
said undertalting to the Oil and Natural Gas Com¬ 
mission for their projects in India against global ten¬ 
der, subject to the following conditions, namely :— 

(i) the said undertakmg produces a certificate 
from the General ManagerlProject Mana¬ 
ger, Oil and Natural Gas Commission, to 
the effect that the articles produced by 
the sadd undertaking are required to be 
supplied against a global tender to Oil 
and Natural Gas Commission tor a pro¬ 
ject specified in the certificate; 

(ii) the said undertaking produces evidence to 
the satisfaction of the Assistant Collector 
of Customs, within a period of sixty days 
or such extended period as considered ap¬ 
propriate, from the date of clearance of 
the said article for being so supplied, to 
the effect that the artides have actually 
been received by the Oil and Natural Gas 
Commission at the said project ; 

(ni) the said undertaking executes a bond la 
such form and for such sum as may be 
specified by the Assistant Collector of 
Customs, undertaking to pay, on demand, 
in respect of such quantity of goods 
as are used in the manufacture of the 
said articles for which an evidence as in¬ 
dicated in condition (ii) above is not 
produced to the Assistant Collector of 
Customs, an amount equal to the duty 
of customs leviable on such goods.”
